A loss of over one million doll­ 
ars in valuation in Rush county 
since last year was revealed by 
th e com pilation of the assess­ 
m ent reports a t the office of 
Jesse Henley, Rush county audi­ 
tor, th is week. 
The total figure for valuation 
o f corporations, personal proper­ 
ty and real estate in Rush coun­ 
ty th is year on w hich will be 
m ade levies for taxes payable in 
1 9 3 1 w as $43.127 .38 8 as 
com ­ 
pared to $44,36 2.49 3, w hich was 
th e 1 9 2 9 valuation. 
T he total real estate and per­ 
sonal property valuation in the 
county this year was $39 ,7 46 ,16 0 
and th a t of t h e corporations 
was 
$4,452.9 48 . This m akes a 
grand total of $44,19 9 ,108 from 
w hich is 
subtracted 
$1,039 ,050 
for m ortgage exem ptions a n d 
$3 2 ,6 6 0 for soldiers’ exem ptions. 
In spite of the total loss in 
valuation this year, the coroor- 
atio ns’ assessm ents were about 
$9 0 0 ,0 0 0 g reater th an they were 
last year w hen the figure was 
o nly $3 ,5 5 5 ,6 1 3 . 
Real estate and 
perso nal property had a valua­ 
tio n of $40 ,80 6 ,880 in 1 9 2 9 . These 
19 29 figures are not subject Ho 
the deductions for exem ptions 
as tho se item s had already been 
taken o ut.

The United States Weather Bureau does not believ e there 
is any way to p roduce rain. If there was, we would be using 
it rig ht now. 
The best way to “p roduce rain” is to wait until it is 
imminent and then p redict it and claim the credit, as 
many fakers hav e done with the aid of incantations and 
hocus-p ocus. 
You can take a quart bottle filled with humid air and 
suddenly ex haust the air, causing condensation and a 
miniature cloud from which a few drop s of artificial rain 
will fall to the bottom of the bottle. But nobody ev er suc­ 
ceeded in doing that with the atmosp here.

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UNPOPULAR “ REPRISALS.” 
European governments are again talking of a 
quota sy stem 
to restrict the 
importation of 
American automobiles for the protection of their 
domestic producers of motor cars. 
The scheme 
probably will not go through for the same rea­ 
son that it was abandoned a y ear ago. 
If Europe were to limit the importation of 
American cars, it would be in the face of stiff 
opposition from the people there. 
Europeans 
buy American cars and pay higher prices for 
them than for the domestic product because the 
imported automobile has proven more satisfac­ 
tory . 
The situation is an embarrassing one for the 
European governments. They concede the right 
of their producers and labor to production against 
ruinous American competition, but cannot deny 
the right of their people to the best car obtain­ 
able irrespective of its origin. 
If Europe were producing cars as satisfactory 
as the American products, it might be possible to 
impose restrictions limiting the importation of 
the latter. If Europe had been able to produce 
motion 
pictures as popular as the 
Holly wood 
films, the various restrictive schemes for the pro­ 
tection of the domestic industry might have been 
practicable. 
No boy cott or embargo can succeed when the 
forbidden product is superior to the protected 
one. 
Depriving the people of something they 


want more than something else is too unpopular 
a program for any government to undertake. 


PROBING HIJ ACKERS. 
Newspapers have rendered invaluable assist­ 
ance to the federal government and other agen­ 
cies in the wars against dishonest advertising 
and other unfair trade practices. 
Few news­ 
papers, not excluding the smallest weeklies, are 
without some form of advertising censorship of 
their own. 
Now the newspapers have furnished the in­ 
formation upon which the postoffice department 
is investigating attempts at the so-called black­ 
jacking of newspaper publishers into printing as 
reading matter, or as editorials, publicity ma­ 
terial properly coming under the heading of 
advertising. 
Certain advertisers and advertising agencies 
have sought to force newspapers to publish their 
publicity hand-outs as news by threatening to 
withhold or withdraw fat advertising contracts. 
Instead of accepting the bribes, the publishers 
have placed the matter before the postoffice 
department. 
— 
The practice warrants investigation for a 
number of reasons. 
For one thing, the reading 
public is entitled to know whether it is reading 
news or propaganda. 
Moreover there are the 
federal postal laws to be upheld. 
Newspapers 
rightfully demand protection against this form 
of blackjacking.

discouraged at the failure of their 
followers in The United States to 
make any progress. 
Their atti­ 
tude toward the American Com­ 
munists has even tended to be­ 
come contemptuous. 
But they may feel happier now 
because the American Communists 
have 
been stimulated. to new 
fepurts. 
And one need Dot be surprised 
to read oi fitting tributes in the 
Red Square to threa brave Ameri­ 
can patriots, Sey mour Lowman, 
Matthew Woll and Hamilton Fish, 
who supplied the stimulus. That 
suggestion is made in all serious­ 
ness because the efforts of this 
trio 
have 
inspired 
-the 
Com­ 
munists in this country to consoli­ 
date, organize and holler for re­ 
cruits to fight in the great war 
which they profess to believe the 
“ bosses” are about to force upon 
them. 
How They Did It 
Probably that isn’t any where 
near as much to worry about as is 
the threatened loss of American 
export trade to the Soviet, but 
there are many timid persons who 
don’t like to see the Communists 
stimulated and they are likely to 
be sore at Mr. Lowman, MY. ."Woll 
and Mr.; Fish. 
Mr. Lowman is the assistant 
secretary 
of 
the 'treasury 
in 
charge of customs who dreamed 
one night that Russia had em­ 
barked on a “ gigantic” campaign 
to wreck American industry by ex­ 
porting goods to us. Next day he 


announced that there was no long* 
er any doubt about it; that we 
were facing, in effect, a declara­ 
tion of war. 
So there would be 
an embargo on Russian pulpwood 
and matches and lumber and 
probably on manganese and other 
Russian products. Mr. Lowman is 
likely to say something remark­ 
able any time he open» his mouth, 
but this was as remarkable as 
any thing he had ever said. 
Mr. Woll is only the third vice 
president of the American Feder­ 
ation of Labor, but 
he makes 
more noise than the president and 
all the other vice presidents com­ 
bined, chiefly about Communists. 
He has been shouting for a gen­ 
eral embargo on imports from 
Russia. Some day an enterprising 
reporter will ask Mr. Woll if he 
happens to know any thing about 
problems of American labor.

The qare and management of 
the poor and dependent has al­ 
way s been and will be, a problem 
requiring wisdom and humanity . 
No civilized country is free from 
poverty and while in this coun­ 
try , we number 
many million­ 
aires we have millions, who are 
not. In the early history of this 
state, we had county supervision 
of a kind but it was not until 
after the adoption of the present 
Constituion, that the legislature 
began to change the method of 
such care. 
The law of apprenticeship by 
“ Indenture” is older than our 
government, but the object of 
this article is to view its work­ 
ings in Rush county . In 1853 the 
legislature passed an act govern­ 
ing “ Indentures” of minor chil­ 
dren. In this act it was provided 
that boy s could be “ bound out” 
to a “ Master” until 21 y ears of 
age and girls until 18 y ears of 
age. Necessity often compelled 
parents to resort to this plan, 
because of 
poverty , while all 
waifs and orphans, were—where 
possible—so cared for by the 
board of township trustees, for 
at that time, we had three trus­ 
tees instead of one, as now. In 
the Recorder’s office is an “ In­ 
denture Record” which contains 
some 
odd 
“ contracts,” 
called 
there 
“ Indentures.” One such 
found on pages 24-5 of said Rec­ 
ord is here reproduced. 
“ This 
indenture 
witnesseth 
that Elizabeth Blair of Rush 
county , 
State of Indiana, hath 
pilt and placed her son, J ames 
D. Blair, as an apprentice to Wil­ 
liam W. Innis of said county , to 
learn the art and my stery of 
farming, which the said W. W. 
Innis, now follows, t h e said 
J ames D. Blair to dwell with and 
serve the said W. W. Innis, after 
the manner of an apprentice, 
from the day and date here of, 
until the 16th day of December 
1864, when he will be, if living 21 
y ears, of age, during all which 
intermediate time, the said ap­ 
prentice shall, will and faithful­ 
ly serve, his said master, keep 
his secrets and every where at all 
times reasonably obey all 
his 
lawful commands and shall do 
no damage, to his said master, 
nor wilfully suffer any to be 
done by others, and if any to his 
knowledge, be intended, he shall 
give his master reasonable no­ 
tice thereof. He shall not play at 
cards, dice or any other unlaw­ 
ful game. He shall not contract 
matrimony , during the term u n ­ 
less with the consent of his said 
master. 
“ He shall not haunt or fre­ 
quent a tippling house or place 
of gaming, or any kind. He 
shall not absent ’himself from 
the service of his said master 
but shall in all things and at all 
times carry himself, as a good 
and faithful apprentice ought, 
during the whole time aforesaid, 
and the said W. W^Innis, on his 
part doth hereby promise and 
agree to give the said, J ames D. 
Blair, the said apprentice, two 
y ears and a half tuition or good 
common schooling, if he be sus­ 
ceptible and instruct 
and ad­ 
monish the said J ames, in the 
principles of morality and teach 
and instruct the said J ames, in 
the art of farming, in the best 
manner and will faithfully find 
and provide the said apprentice, 
in good lodging, food and com­ 
fortable clothing, during ^said 
time, and at the end of said 
time, the said J nnis, agrees to 


give the said apprentice, $150 in 
money , together with a horse, 
saddle and bridle, of a good 
quality each, and fine suit of 
clothing, 
at the end of said 
term. Witness our hands and 
seals this 8th day of Nov. 1854.” 
ELIZABETH BLAIR. 
WILLIAM W. INNIS. 
Attest: Isaac Oonde, R. R. C. 
That such a sy stem was a 
blessing to the child and a bene­ 
fit to the master scarcely admits 
argument, in an age, where farm 
work was done by hand. The 
child was assured of a respecta­ 
ble home, as well as moral and 
useful training and furnished a 
-start” at majority . The boy or 
girl was simply raised as one of 
the family and the record shows 
many names of worthy citizens, 
who were once apprentice. 
Among 
the 
many 
masters 
named in that Indenture Record, 
we find J oseph J . Amos, J ames 
A. Fry e, J ohn 
McMillan, 
and 
Azel Griffith. J osiah Florea was 
the only master I find, who 
raised a black sheep and he re­ 
paid his master’s y ears of kind­ 
ness by stealing one of Florea’s 
horses, for which the apprentice 
served “ time” at J effersonville. 
Shortly after the Civil war, a 
carload of orphans were sent 
West, by the Federated Charities 
in New York City and several 
found homes in first class fami­ 
lies in this county and grew up 
to be citizens of moral worth 
and unsullied characters. How­ 
ever charity wears a different 
garb today , from that worn in 
an “ Elder day .” True we answer 
the cry of distress, gladly and 
willingly today , and no major 
calamity goes unnoticed or un­ 
aided in any part of the world, 
by our people, except in Italy , 
where Mussolini rules, and in 
that because 
it was refused. 
That inflated dignitary may rule 
Italy , 
but "Vesuvius 
and 
the 
earth quake will not obey him. 
We have been benefactors to the 
distressed and suffering, to the 
ends of the earth, but I some­ 
times think, “ charity should be­ 
gin at home,” 
and relief in 
greater 
quantities 
scattered 
among our own people. Pride too 
of ton intensifies want and suf­ 
fering, while extravagance too 
often produces it. 
If y ou want to find a museum 
of curiosities, just look through 
the .old 
miscellaneous 
records 
and y ou wil find it to satisfy 
Among the Vountary Associa­ 
tions therein recorded, we find 
one organized by Paul if. Beach- 
bard, J esse J . Spann, J ohn Q. 
Thomas, 
William 
E. 
Wallace, 
Claude Cambern, J ohn D. Megee, 
and Alonzo Smith, sty led, “ The 
Sovereign Marriage Benefit As7 
sociation,” of Rushville, Ind. Its 
object was to assist the needy to 
a start in life, marriage and 
death. It had an endowment 
fund and 35 shares of Capital 
stock at $5 per share, wh4ch was 
set aside for holders of stock cer­ 
tificates only . They had a corpor­ 
ate seal and board of directors, 
but the date of liquidation is 
mercifully withheld. Of the in- 
coporators J ohn D. Megee alone 
survives—forty -nine y ears after 
its organization.

monial association, J ohn W. Stu­ 
dy , Norman Conde, Claude Cam- 
bem,

Union City ), Virgil Bartholomew, 
Theodore Schockey and L W. 


ject was to encourage and foster 
economy and buy birthday gifts 
for members, according to their 
contributions. Its capital stock 
consisted of 7 shares of per val­ 
ue of $5 each, which could be 
sold, traded or assigned, but of 
its endowment certificates, 
no 
one but the holders could derive 
any benefit. It had a board of 
directors and corporate seal. 
J ust what its ending or date of 
demise, is not known, but Sam 
Young say s, he still has a pair of 
ear muffs, the society gave him, 
as an “ honorary member,” on 
his 9 2d birthday . No one of those 
incorporators is now living if we 
except Sam. 
On May 31, 1865. a “ Monumen­ 
tal association” was organized by 
Lon Sexton, W. A. Cullen, B. F. 
Tingley , D M. Stewart, J ohn R. 
Mitchell, T. Abercrombie, George 
B. Sleeth, W. A. Pugh, L. H. Carr, 
J ohn B. Schrichte, L. J . Cox and 
A. Stem. Its object was to build 
in East Hill cemetery , a monu­ 
ment to the soldiers who had 
fallen, “ in the slave holders re­ 
bellion” and those, who would 
afterward be buried there. Any ­ 
one could become a member on 
pay ment of two dollars. It soon 
perished and many y ears after­ 
ward one of the original organi­ 
zers—“ The J . B. Schrichte Monu­ 
ment Co.” —erected the stately 
shaft, which now stands in that 
sacred plat a monument to Rush 
county soldiers, living and dead, 
but “ Taps" has long since sound­ 
ed for the incoporators of the 
original idea. 
The 
monument 
was sponsored by the G. A. R., of 
whom, not a corporals guard sur­ 
vives. 
In 1859 the citizens of Milroy 
raised a fund of $1200, to build 
an “ Education Building” in the 
second story of 
the 
township 
school building erected there and 
organized under the Voluntary 
Association Act, headed by De- 
liscus 
Lingenfelter, 
who 
was 
killed later during the Rebellion. 
The Milroy Educational society 
was a success and contributed 
greatly to the moral and educa­ 
tional uplift of Milroy and An­ 
derson township. The building 
was y ears later destroy ed by firfe, 
but the work of the society sur­ 
vived the ravages of time and 
while not an incorporator sur­ 
vives, the halo of departed merit 
still hovers over its birthplace, 
Milroy has been scorged by fires, 
which have been numerous and 
costly . 
Dr. Arnold, in his history of 
Rush county , mentions the build­ 
ing of an “ Atheneum” at Milroy , 
by the Masonic Fraternity , Sons 
of Temperance and an organiza­ 
tion of citizens, which was tc 
serve as a public hall as well as a 
meeting place for the builders. 
This was early in the ’50’s. It was 
a frame structure and burned 
down a few y ears after erection. 
It stood on the east side of Flat 
Rock where are now dwellings. 
Going back to “ Indentures” we 
learn that a custom or habit of 
people, once established, is hard 
to overcome. One of the strong­ 
est objections made against the 
establishment of 
tSie Soldiers 
and Sailors Orphans’ home was, 
that a vast collection of children 
in one home, would be danger­ 
ous to their moral and material 
welfare, but at that time or­ 
phans were produced in “ mass 
production” and necessity " de­ 
manded that the public care for 
those, who were flotsam and jes- 
am of a war fought to maintain 
the Union. The strange 
thing 
was, that in an age where fami­ 
lies of from eight to fourteen, 
were so common, there were still 
many childless ones and it was in 
them, htat the helpless found a 
home. Today the modern home

ways been and will be, a problem 
requiring wisdom and humanity. 
No civilized country is free" from 
poverty and while in this coun- 
try, we number many million- 
aires we have millions, who are 
not. In the early history of this 
state, we had county supervision 
of a kind but it was not until 
after the adoption of the present 
Con'stituion, that the legislature 
began to change the method of 
such care. 


The law of apprenticeship':by 
'Indenture' 
government, 


is older than our 
but the object of 


this article is to view its work- 
Ings hi Bush county. In 1853 -the 
legislature passed an act govern- 
ing "Indentures" of minor chil- 
dren. In this act it was provided 
that boys could be "bound put" 
to a "Master" until 21 years of 
age and girls until }8 years of 
age. Necessity often compelled 
parents to resort to this plan, 
because of poverty^ while -all 
waifs and orphans, were—where 
possible—so cared for by "J;he 
board of township trustees, rfor 
at that time, we had three trus- 
tees instead of one, -as now. In 
the Recorder's office is an "In- 
denture Record" which contains 
some odd "contracts," called 
there "indentures." One such 
found orr pages 24-5 of said Rec- 
ord is here reproduced. 


"This ^indenture , witnessetti 


that Elizabeth Blair of Rush 
county, State of Indiana, hath 
p&t and placed her son, James 
D. Blair, as an apprentice to.Wil- 
liam W. Innis of said county, to 
learn the art and mystery, of 
farming, which the said W;. W. 
Innis, now, follows, t h e f said 
James D. Blair to dwell witii and 
serve the said W.'w: Innis, after 
the manner of an apprentice, 
from the dayt and date here of, 
until the 16th day of December 
1864, when he will be, if living 21 
years, of age, during all. which 
intermediate time, .the said ap- 
prentice shall, will and faithful- 
ly serve, his said master, keep 
his secrets and everywhere at all 
times reasonably obey all his 
lawful commands and shall do 
no damage, to his said master, 
nor wilfully -suffer any to be 
done by others, and if ^ny, to' his 
knowledges-be" intended, he shall 
give "his master reasonable no- 
tice thereof. He shall not play at 
cards,- dice or any other unlaw- 
ful game: He shall not contract 
matrimony; during^ithe term un-

That such, a system was a 


blessing to the child and a bene- 
fit to the master scarcely admits 
argument, in an age, where farm 
work was done by hand,. The 
child was assured of a respecta- 
ble home, as well as moral and 
useful training and furnished a 
"start" at majority. The boy or 
girl was simply raised as one of 
the family and the record^ shows 
many names of worthy citizens, 
who were once apprentice. 


Among the many ' masters 


named in that Indenture Record^ 
we find Joseph J. Amos, James 
A. iFrye, John McMillan, and 
Azel Griffith. Josiali Florea was, 
the only master I find, who 
raised a black sheep and >he re- 
paid his master's years of kind- 
ness by stealing one of Florea's 
horses, for which the apprentice 
served "time"'" at: Jeffersonville. 


Shortly after the Civil war, a 


carload of orphans were sent 
West,, by the Federated Charities 
in New York'City and several 
found homes in first class fami- 
lies in this county and grew up 
to be citizens of moral worth 
and unsullied characters. How- 
ever charity wears a different 
garb today, from that worn in 
an "Elder day." True we answer 
the cry of distress, gladly and 
willingly today, and no major 
calamity goes unnoticed or un- 
aided iniahy part of the world, 
by our people, -except in Italy, 
where Mussolini rules, 'and in 
that because it was refused.

John B. Schrichte, L. J. Cox and

-In 1859 the citizens of Milroy 
raised a fund of $1200, to build 
an "Education Building" in the 
second, story of the 
township 


school building erected there and 
organized under the Voluntary 
Association Act, headed by De- 
Uscus Lihgenfeiter, who was 
killed later during the Rebellion 
The Milroy Educational society 
was a success ,and contributed 
greatly to the moral and educa- 
tional uplift of Milroy, and An- 
derson-township. The building 
was years later destroyed by fire, 
but the work of the society sur- 
vived the ravages of time and 
while riot. an 'incorporator sur- 
vives, the, halo of departed merit 
still hoyers over its birthplace, 
Milroy has been scorged by fires, 
which have been numerous and 
costly.

Dr. Arnold, in his history of 


Rush county, mentions the build- 
Ing of an "Atherieum" at Milroy, 
by the Masonic Fraternity, Sons 
of Temperance- and an organiza- 
tion of citizens; which was to 
serve as a public hall as well as a 
meeting-place for the builders.
